I, JOHN P. SCHERLACHER, declare as follows: 

1- I am a registered patent attorney and a counsel in the law firm of 
Hogan & Hartson LLP, which is responsible for prosecuting this patent application. 

2. This application was filed on May 5, 2005 without a signed declaration 
of the inventors Tomomichi NAKAI and Toshio NAKAKUKI. 

3. The docketing department of our office generates a docket report each 
day for each attorney listing all cases for which that attorney is responsible and any 
deadlines or status checks that are due that day. Each attorney is required to 
review each entry, make a notation as to the status of each entry, and return the 
report to the docketing department for appropriate action by the end of the day.
